Breaking Bridges. 

Irish paradoxes may still tickle out- 
siders, but in practice, if we laugh at them 
at all, it is usually on the wrong side of 
the mouth. With the signing of the 
London Agreement, relations between 
North and South entered upon a new 
and ‘nfinitely more hopeful . phase. 
The leaders on both sides declared, and 
there is no reason to doubt their sincerity, 
that in future the aim of those who con- 
trolled affairs should be to establish con- 
tacts instead of accentuating differences. 
Now, however, ‘comes the announcement 
that. a meeting of the “Northern Bench 
and Bar has been summoned for ‘next 
month to give. effect to the decision to set 
up a new Inn of Court in Belfast. This 
would be sufficiently ironic in view of the 
aspirations of which we have heard so 
much during the last few weeks that, 
though formal political unity may be im- 
pessible under existing conditions, good 
Irishmen of all sections must leave nothing 
undone to strengthen the ties that both 
The situation 
remembers 


areas have in common, 
becomes farcical when one 
that, at a time when axes and hammers 
were being plied to break down the bridges 
that connected North and South, the Irish 
Bar resolutely opposed severance and suc- 
ceeded in maintaining the unity of the 
profession in spite of the political parti- 
tionists. So far as we can learn, the 
scheme adopted by which the government 
of the legal’ profession in the North was 
vested in a Committee of Benchers of 
King’s Inns resident in the Six Counties, 
has worked smoothly and well. There 
have been no complaints that the rights of 
member of the Bar have been 
tampered with, or their privileges 
jeopardised. It is not seriously argued 
that the device of establishing a separate 
Inn of Court will inorease legal prestige. 
On the contrary, it is more likely to 
diminish it, inasmuch as an Inn of the 
kind, lacking tradition and with a rigidly 
circumscribed outlook, cannot offer many 
attractians to men of outstanding ability 
who will be tempted to try their fortunes 
in a wider field. 

To add to the completeness of the 
paradox, the North is now doing with its 
legal practitioners what has been rightly 
denounced as a supreme act of folly on 
the part of the South for doing with its 
medical practitioners, It would be diffi- 
cult to find a closer analogy than that 
between the decision of the Free State 
Executive to establish a separate medical] 
register and the determination of Northern 
lawyers to set up a separate Inn of Court, 
The curious thing is that, while each side 
can see that the other is pursuing a 
policy of sectionalism run mad with a 
sublime disregard for its own interests, 
neither as yet seems to be either able or 
willing to apply to itself the moral which 
it. is -anxious to impress upon its 
neighbour. We are inclined to believe 
that in this matter there is more wisdom 
to be found amongst the followers than the 
leaders. “Popular opinion in the Free 
State is, wholly opposed to the. official 
Government policy of fitting our medical 
men into a water-tight compartment 
isolated from the influences that have 
enabled the profession to make. so' great. a

Another French: Crisis. 


France is face to face with another 
Cabinet crisis. Already no‘fewer than six 
Finance Ministers have fallen. from power 
as a result of their inability to cope with 
the financial ‘problem; and, in all likeli- 
hood, M. Doumer will be the seventh. 
The French Cabinet has not yet evolved 
a financial policy. M. Doumer’s sole pro- 
posal is to double the business turn-over 
tax—which is the most unpopular and 
irritating impost in the country—and thus 
to avoid giving offence to the peasants and 
income tax payers. The Radical Party is 
determined to secure the abolition of this 
particular tax, and, despite the fact that 
M. Doumer has tried to camouflage: it 
under the euphemism of a “ tax on sales,” 
pointing to the success which has attended 
the Italian experiment of a stamp on all 
retail purchases ; but the Radical Ministers 
refuse to have anything to do with the 
plan, although it is backed by the Premier 
himself. It is purely an expedient to 
raise money quickly. It would be uh- 
economic, as the Radicals aver, and would 
command the support of a small minority 
in. the Chamber. 
assemble to-day after its short Christmas 
holiday—it was working for several hours 
on Christmas Day—and, unless M. 
Doumer agrees to some compromise, the 
Radical Ministers will resign, in which 
case M. Briand would find it impossible 
to find a majority in the Chamber. At 
any rate, the speedy fall of the Govern- 
ment is indicated. The financial situation 
has worsened during the last few days, 
and the decline of the franc is continuing 
steadily.. Since the crisis began some 
months ago nothing whatever has been 
done. M. Caillaux made a brave effort 
to bring the Chamber and the nation at 
large to their senses, but his plan was 
wrecked by the Cartel des Gauches, which 
still seems to command the situation, 
although it, too, has failed, up to the 
present, to make any contribution towards 
a settlement. Despairing of a solution, 
however, the Cartel is reported at last to 
have formulated concrete proposals for the 
unravelling of the financial tangle, and a 
Socialist Government may take office 
before the present week is over. 

Hitherto the Socialists have been unable 
to draw up an acceptable scheme of finan- 
cial reform because they always have in- 
sisted that the principle of a : a levy 
shall be recognised as its baw This 
time, however, they seem to have managed 
to avoid even a mention of a capital levy, 
or even of their pet project of compulsory 
conversion .of short-term bonds. The main 
idea is that the income tax shall be in- 
creased roughly to the British level. - Every 
citizen will be forced to make a formal 
declaration of income, and attempts to 
evade the tax will be punished not by 
ridiculous penalties as at present, but by 
enormous fines, and even by imprisonment. 
The peasants will be assessed by com- 
mittees which will be established in every 
commune, and the poorer wage-earners will 
be exempt altogether. In th’ way M. 
Leon Blum, who is the principal author of 
the scheme, hopes to make it acceptable 
to the bulk of the Chamber. The greatest 
argument against it is the fact that it will 
not raise “money at onte; and immediate 
cash is very necessary in France to-day. 
The only practicable method of raising 
money without delay is that of a foreign 
Joan. Naturally, no lending nation will 
advance money to the French Government 
so long as the present crisis lasts; but, if 
the Government would adopt a reasonable 
scale of taxation, ensuring the eventual 
balancing of the Budget, the more serious 
difficulties in the way of a loan would dis- 
appear. For the moment there seems to 
be nobody in France who has sufficient 
courage to insist on the collection of high 
taxes. Party politics are supreme, and 
the call for a “ sacred union " of groups 
to save the country has met with virtually 
no response. The present condition of 
chronic crisis cannot continue. French 
credit throughout the world is at a very 
low ebb, and unless the financial problem 
is solved it will vanish.

A Year's Mintage.- 

On learning that over 223,000,000 coins 
were struck by the Royal Mint during 
1924, many people “will wonder what 
became -f them all. About one-third of 
these coins, however, were minted for the 
Dominions and Colonies, and as many 
again for- f-reign-lands. The Royal Mint 
and its branches form the one remaining 
service which is ccmmon to the Empire 
as a whole, still producing, as far as the 
gold coinage is concerned, identical coins 
which are legal tender throughout all His 
Majesty’s Dominions, and thr: constitut- 
ing, with the Judicial Committee of the 
Privy Council, an oatward and visible sign 
of Imperial unity under the Crown.’ 
Among the silyer pieces coined last year 
were fourpenny, twopenny and penny 
pieces of the “ Maundy”’ type to the value 
of over £50; but in. British coimage there 
are but ten pieces in common use. No 
sovereigns or h Jlf-sovereigns were struck, 
but half-crowns, florins, shillings and six- 
pences to : e value of nearly £2,000;,000 
were made. Three-anny pieces would be 
in almost as small demand as farthings 
were it not for Scotland. Outside the 
dockyard towns Englishmen have little 
use for the threepenny piece, but constant 
demands from Scotland cause a continual 
Northern movement which has to be 
corrected by an <~rangement with the 
banks for the due circulation of the coins 
minted. eh

SATISFIED SHOPKEEPERS., 


Dublin shopkeepers in every line of busi- 
ness éxpress themsélves satisfied with the 
Christmas trade of this year, which is 
generally described as the best for a long time. 

An /rish Times representative who made 
inquiries among ‘traders found few to com- 
plain, but many to say that they had done 
remarkably well. If money was not spent 
lavishly, there was abundant evidence that, it 
was available, and that there was, for the 
Christmas time at any rate, not much founda- 
tion for the tale that the country is one in 
which everyone is hard up. 

The spending of money for things at Christ- 
mas was not confined to any area of the city 
or to any particular branch of business. 
Everyone, from the luxury shops to the pro- 
vision dealers, had a satisfactory turnover. 
If one set of shopkeepers did better than 
another, it would appear to be the confec- 
tioners. 

Every trader in and about Grafton street 
is well pleased. The success of that particular 
area is a striking example of the value of 
advertising. The shopkeepers got together 
and decided to make the street especially 
attractive by decorations and illuminations. 
The thing was so well done that crowds came 
to see the sight, and were tempted in to buy. 
The head of one big firm told our representa- 
tive that in more than one department the 
sales were double those of their best Christ- 
mas for years past. The effects of the decora- 
tion of Grafton street were felt by even the 
smallest shopkeepers in Duke street and Anne 
street. 

In the butchers” shops which cater for the 
better class trade business was not generally 
so brisk, and some of them opened for a time 
on Boxing Day to get rid of the stock that 
remained. One reason for this was the brisk 
demand for poultry.

| A FILM OF THE WEEK. 
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* PETER PAN.” 


The managers of the Metropole Cinema 
deserve thanks for bringing the “Peter Pan”’ 
film to Dublin eg, , and, still more, for 
bringing it in the holidays, so that young 
people may be taken to see it. 

‘Peter Pan” is, perhaps, the film of the 
year. Any attempt to put Sir James Barrie's 
delightful fantasy on the screen would 
interesting; but here we have a thoroughly 
successful at e that the author, him- 
self, has been content to sanction. 

Almost seventeen years ago first work 
for the Jrish Times was the critique of the 
first stage production of ‘‘ Peter Pan” in 
Dublin, at the Theatre Royal, and I have 
seen the play on every subsequent visit. I 
am puzzled to know how the film may appeal 
to people who have not seen the play. To 
me, as one familiar with every detail of the 
play, the film was not merely interesting, 

ut altogether delightful. 

Naturally, one is jealous that nothing made 
familiar by the stage-production of “ Peter 
Pan ” should be omitted or altered much in 
the film version. That care has governed 
the production now before the public. It in- 
volves a greater use of “ sub-titling”’ than is 
held to be proper in the regular technique of 
film-productign; but that matter has been 
handled as Revel and as wisely as every 
other detail of “ Peter Pan.” 

One has no grumbles. Expecting to feel 
the loss of the voices, one felt it, in reality, 
scarcely at all. Indeed, there are places 
where Í was glad to have voice-tores left to 
the imagination. What actress, in the part 
of Peter, ever has got, or ever can get, for 
instance, the true ring for those words of 
Peter, when the pirate captain demands the 
secret of his power—‘“‘I’m youth; Im the. 
little bird breaking out of the she!! ; I'm joy— 
joy—joy’’? Yesterday, I heard the right 
tone—in my imagination. 

LOSS AND GAIN. 

There, then, is some gain where loss might 
have been feared. Conversely, loss may be 
felt, in one particular, at all events, through 
the represer.tation in full spectacle of scenes 
that Barrie left visionary or half glimpsed. 
The troupe of mermaids had half a suggestion 
of Mack Sennett’s bathing belles, or some 
such group. Ip the earlier stage-productions 
we apprehended mermaids through a blue 
haze and the sound of soughing water as 
they flopped into the surf, while Peter and 
Werdy called each other sadly across the 
mist-covered surface of the la . The 
film-producer does not like half-lights. 

But in the last-toured production there was 
no lagoon-scene at all; so for some Peter-ites 
there was gain even there ia the film. Granted 
the exchange of mist for bright sunlight, the 
lagoon scenes were beautiful and pleasing, and 
the rise of the complete pirate-ship dripping 
from the water and its flight through the air 
was an incident entirely new. 

Free from the limits of stage-technique, the 
film shows us also many incidents only indi- 
cated by reference in the original. Michael 
being bathed by the nurse-dog, Nana, is a 
good example. Again, the episode of the fight 
aboard the pirate ship is much improved. 
The stage could give us only one part of the 
deck; here we see the fight raging up and 
down deck and rad Einy di we see the chase 
up the rigging, as we saw, a few moments 
before, the malignant Captain Hook actually 
down the hatch firing the gunpowder 
magazine. 

Another engaging piece of work—done so 
mgeniously that it does not destroy (as one 
might think it would) the beauty of Barrie’s 
original thought of Tinker Bell as a ball of 
light—is the embodiment of Peter's special 
fairy. The film shows the tiny fairy in 
human shape, for instance, when imprisoned 
in the drawer from which Peter has taken his 
shadow. In the cinema, as in the theatre 
before, we saved Tinker Bell’s life again with 
wonted ardour. 

To be able to write with such enthusiasm of 
the film means that the acting was right. 
The Lost Boys were bhoys—another gain over 
the stage—and they were so delightful that 
one is encouraged to hope for a boy Peter one 
of these days. In the meantime, Betty Bron- 
son is an admirable Peter, and there is a 
charming, pensive Wendy in Mary Brian. 
The part of Nana is as safe on the film as on 
the stage with George Ali, its old interpreter ; 
Mr. and Mrs. Darling, Captain Hook, and the 
others are as we would have them; and 
Michael’s part is given fresh appeal by little 
Philippe de Lacey 

Among the scenes omitted are Captain 
Hook’s dying speech with Smee’s sewing- 
machine accompaniment, and Gentleman 
Starkey’s sojourn with the Indiaps.. Compen- 
sation is given, however, by the film expan- 
sions of the action. Captain Hook’s “ not 
wholly unheroic’ exit via the plank is one 
of the best of these.

TO BE BURIED AT IONA. 


The funeral of the Dowager Duchess of 
Argyll will take place to-morrow in the Island 
of lona, off the west coast of Scotland. A 
specially chartered steamer will leave Oban 
at 7 o'clock on Wednesday morning, to con- 
vey the remains to Iona for burial; but the 
time of the actual internment must depend 
on the length of the voyage, which is some- 
what uncertain at this time of thé year.

The remains were removed last night from 
54 Cadogan square, London, the residence of 
the Dowager Duchess, and were taken by 
train to Scotland.

London is returning to work somewhat 
reluctantly after the Christmas holidays: 
for many business houses ‘continued closed 
to-day, work not being resumed until to- 
morrow, while in others the principals are 
absent until Wednesday. The streets, how- 
ever, have been well filled throughout the 
day, and there has been a fair amount of 
shopping. Everybody is engaged in 
relating Christmas adventures and, accord 
ing to the stories told, there never has heen 
such a Christmas or one with so many 
presents. London laid itself out to have a 
thoroughly good time this year, and suc- 
cess, apparently, has attended its efforts. 

Reports from all the many police courts 
in London show that the Christmas holi- 
day has been one of the quietest on recor 
There were few cases this ‘morning, and 
most of those before the magistrates were 
adjournments from last week. Order has 
been maintained everywhere without any 
special effort on the part of the police, 
while drunkenness has been practically 
non-existent. The self-restraint’ shown 
during the holidays is, if such be needed 
an intimation that there is no necessity 
for prohibition in a country where th. 
greatest festival of the year passes ove: 
without disorder or intemperance. 


Heaviest Post on Record. 


The General Post Office here is 
pleased with itself now that Christmas is 
over. One of the head officials stated t! 
it was the heaviest post on record. A 
letters and parcels posted up to Christmas 
Eve had been delivered by this mornin, 
while all parcels reached their destination 
on Boxing Day. The extra special delivery 
of letters on Sunday helped to clear up 
everything so that to-day’s working was 
practically normal. Reports from all over 
the country indicate that the postal 
machinery has worked smoothly and 
efficiently and that complaints are ex- 
tremely few. 


Coming French Crisis.

AFTER LOCARNO. 

During the session Sir Austen Chamberlain 
deposited with the Secretariat the texts of the 
Locarno agreements. He spoke of their close 
connection with the ideal and development. of 
the League. 

Locarno has been recognised and accepted 
as a starting | gc for such improvement, in 
the relations of the States of the world as may 
lead to a reduction and limitation of arma- 
merits. As the Locarno agreements followed 
only upon some years of difficult discussion 
and exploration, so the consequences of 
Locarno may well be a fairly considerable 
period of study and exploration of the problem 
of the reduction of armaments. 

The Council has appointed a Preparatory 
Committee, whose first meeting is to be held 
in February, composed of representatives of 
the ten States on the Council and of seven 
other States. Invitations have been sent to 
the United States, Germany and Russia to 
take part in this work, and the committee’s 
powers of consultation with other States and 
with experts are wide. 

The complexity of the task is indicated by 
the questions which have been submitted to 
the committee for study. They include con- 
sideration of: Whether regional disarmament 
can be secured on a basis of regional security, 
or whether any plan must be general ; whether 
it is possible to limit the-eventual war .arma- 
ments of a country, or whether limitation 
must be confined to peace armaments only ; 
what rules should be followed for comparing 
the armaments of one country with those of 
another; what principles should establish the 
proportions between the armaments attributed 
to each country, taking account of the number 
of inhabitants, resources, geographical posi- 
tion, maritime and railway communications 
and character of frontiers; the possibility of 
establishing procedure for giving effect rapidly 
in case of aggression to the dispositions of the 
Covenant under Article 16, etc. 


DIFFICULTY OF THE TASK. 

It is definite that there will be no separa- 
tion of naval from land or air armaments, but 
that the problem will be considered as one 
whole, even though, as indicated in the set of 
questions, it may ultimately appear more 
practical to deal with disarmament regionally 
on the basis of regional security. 

The elements of progress may not be easy 
to find, considering the obvious difficulties of 
finding equivalents which take into considera- 
tion all the elements of armed strength, and 
equivalents which have to meet the varying 
necessities of States in, differing circumstances 
of existence. It is the problem of fixing 
reduced relative strengths between States, and 
this is obviously mote difficult than to fix 
reduced equal strengths between them. But 
the great gain is that the study of the vast 
problem has now been taken up in earnest and 
will be continuously pursued. 


ECONOMIC CONFERENCE. 

Another general feature of the programme 
of the League as bearing upon the great 
roblems ahead is the work to be undertaken 
by the Preparatory Committee for the General 
Economic Conference contemplated by the last 
Assembly. 

The Council has decided to set up a Com- 
mittee of not more than thirty-five experts, 
appointed on a wide basis and not repre- 
sentative of Governments. The intention as 
to secure complete freedom of discussion, and 
the same principle is to be applied to the 
ultimate conference itself, which is intended 
to organise a general consultation, in the 
course of which, as at the financial conference 
_at Brussels, various programmes and doctrines 
may be freely expressed without the freedom 
of discussion being restricted by any imme- 
diate necessity to transform. the conclusions 
of the conference into international engage- 
ments. Here, again, as with armaments, it 
is not wise to expect rapid developments.

TWO DUBLIN FIRES. 


LICENSED SHOP AND 
BANK THREATENED.

At about 12 o’clock last night the Dublin 
Fire Brigade were called out to a fire at the 
licensed premises of Mr. John Johnston, 
Patrick street. Sections from Tara street 
and Thomas street, under Captain Myers, 
were promptly on the scene, and found that 
the outbreak had taken place in the back 
diningroom over the shop. 

The flames had gained considerable hold 
before the arrival o: the firemen, but the 
latter quickly had matters in hand, and suc- 
ceeded in extinguishing the outbreak before 
it could spread. 

The damage was confined to the dining- 
room and a room over it. 


GRAFTON STREET .OUTBREAK, 

When the firemen were on their way to 
Patrick street they were met by a taxicab 
driver (William Wilson, of Drumcondra), 
and told that there was a fire in Grafton 
street. The taxicab dris.r was passing with 
a fare when he got a strong smell of burn- 
ing. Returning in a few minutes after 
dropping his passenger, he made investiga- 
tions, and saw smoke issuing from the build- 
ing “occupied by the Provincial Bank of 
Ireland at 105 Grafton street, 

When the firemen got to the spot they 
had great difficulty in locating the outbreak. 
The Sauk was strongly barred and bolted, 
but eventually the fire was traced to a 
boiler situated in a passage away at the 
back of the building, and to get at it the 
firemen had to scramble over a low roof and 
across a wall. 

The fire was caused by the ignition of a 
ile of rubbish strewn about the boiler. It 
had evidently been smouldering for a long 
time, and luckily the firemen got to it before 
it had eaten its way into the woodwork. 
A single line of hose worked from the engine 
was sufficient to extinguish the outbreak.

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THREE BOYS LOST IN 
BOATING ACCIDENT.

A telegram from Marlow regarding the 
boating accident on the Thames, in which 
three Hampstesd boys were drowned, states 
thee, so far af gan be gathered, five boys 
eame down on Thursday last to stay over 
the Christmas holidays on a houseboat, which 
wes moored at Hurley, half a mile or so 
above Temple Lock, which belongs to the 
Thames Conservancy. . They were the only 
persons on the houseboat, and were not under 
supervision, 

At'about three o'clock on Saturday after- 

noon they got a dinghy belonging to the 
houseboat, and paddled down river to a point 
on the Berkshire side, taking no notice of a 
large and prominent notice board in the 
centre of the river, warning persons of the 
danger of going too near the weir. Ap- 
parently on attempting to return up stream 
they got ta near the centre of the stream 
and were cgught in the swell of the current. 
The water going down stream runs at a rate 
estimated at over thirty miles an hour, and 
the boat was whirled round and round, and 
got out of control. 
It seems that only two boys were at the 
oars. One cried for help, and the lock-keeper 
ran to their aid, but was powerless to pre- 
vent their boat from being dashed against 
one of the pillars of the centre sluices. 

The boat was overturned, and the boys 
were thrown into the raging current. They 
were carried by the current through the open 
sluices inte the pool below the weir. Two of 
them, being etrong swimmers, managed to 
struggle to the bank. ‘The other three boys 
were never seen again, and their bodies have 
not yet been recovered. 


IN BLINDING SNOWSTORM

WRECKED TRAWLER CREW’S 
EXPERIENCE. 

The crew of the Hull trawler Cardinal, 
vhich was wrecked on the Norwegian coast, 
e.urned home yesterday. The men, twelve

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KING’S CO. COUNCIL AND 
PARTITION. 
PROTEST RESOLUTION 
CARRIED. 


Eight out of the thirty members of the 
King’s County: Council attended a meeting of 
that body specially convened on requisition to 
“deal with a matter of national urgency: 
the proposal to permanently partition our 
country. * 

The Chairman of the Council (Mr. W. P. 
Aird), in the course of a letter, wrote:— 
“1 regret that I will not be present at your 
meeting, as Ihave an appointment in 
Dublin. I fail to see what useful purpose 
will be served by convening this meeting. The 
boundary settlement’ has been embodied in 
a bill which has passed its first stages in the 
various Parliaments concerned, and will auto- 
matically become law in the course of a few 
cays. To my mind this difficult problem has 
“been so..ed in & téry batiSfactory manner, 
e. far as this State is concerned. 

“It has been stated by certain persons 
who ought to be in a position to know that 
our contribution to Great Britain under 
Article V. of the Treaty would be approxi- 
mately #£19,000,000 per annum. By this 
settlement of the boundary we are freed from 
this crushing debt, which is a consideration 
of the greatest importance to the future of 
our State.

EGG-COLLECTING MENACE TO 
BIRD PROTECTION.

Sergeant Brunt, Richhill, said that when 
he examined the scene of the accident he 
found that one wheel of the van had been 
right up against the ditch on the mght-hand 
side of the road. 

To MY. Gibson—This was consistent with 
the defendant having swerved to avoid some 
person on the other side of the road. 

Mrs. Calaghan stated that at about 4.504 
on the evening in question she was wheeling 
a perambulator on the left-hand side of the 
Armagh road towards Portadown. - Before 
crossing the road 'to go to her home she 
looked behind and there was no vehicle in 
sight. When she had got close to the grass 
om the other side the prison van came up 
between her perambulator and the hedge, 
caught her little boy, who was holding on to 
the pérambulator, carried him some distance, 
and then dropped him on the road. She did 
not hear a horn sounded, 

To Captain Andrews, District Inspector— 
The child was still under the doctor’s care, 
suffering from concussion. 

In cross-examination, the witness said that 
she had a view of the road for a quarter of 
a mile before crossing, and there was nothing 
comting. The child was holding on to the 
side of the perambulator when the van struck 
him. ‘There was ample room for the van to 
pass without touching the perambulator. The 
child was now out of ‘danger. 

William Rountree, farmer, Corcreany, said. 
that he did not hear the motor horn sounded. 
The van was travelling at the rate of thirty- 
five miles per hour, which was much too fast, 
in his opinion, and it went fifteen. or sixteen 
yards pest the perambulator before it pulled 
up. he defendant and the constable accom- 
panying him were perfectly. sober. 

James Loney sald that he heard ‘ the 
screech of a motor horn, ' followed by the 
violent application of the brakes, and then 
the screaming of a child. 

Constable Hill, the defendant, swore. that 
he left Armagh at 4 o'clock and the aceident 
occurred twenty minutes Jater. He waa not 
driving very fast. When he came to the 
corner at Hichhi!l he saw a woman Ea a 
perambulator on the left-hand side the 
road, and had a view of her for about sixty 
yards. ‘There was plenty of room for him to 
pass without os her, and there was nb" 
reason why he should anticipate an accident, 
When he came almost level jth the woman.

oyelist, The car stopped, immediately, and 
| when the witness looked back he saw a man 
lying on the road. The car was not going 
very quickly at the time of the collision. 

Dr, Carroll, house surgeon, Jervis street 
Hospital, stated that when admitted to 
Murphy was 

uffering from. a compound fracture of the 
right Éil and a large wound on the right 
shin, e left shoulder was dislocated, He 
died on the 24th inst. Death 
septicemia, following compound 
the femur. 

Sergeant Keaney; Omeath, stated that he 
was’ in the motor car when the accident oc- 
curred at a place called Giles’s quay, where 
there is a bend in the road. e motor car 
was travelling at about twenty miles an hour, 
and the driver did all that he could to ayoid 
the accident. The witness: went to Murphy's 
assistance and had him taken to hospital in 
Dundalk. Murphy said, “It was all an 
accident.” Murphy was perfectly sober, but 
the witness believed that he got excited and, 
having lost control of the bicycle, dashed into 
the car. ‘ | 

The driver of the motor car, Peter Maguire, 
having received the usual caution, declined to 
give evidence. 

The jury found according to the medical 
evidence, and éxonerated the driver of the 
motor car from all blame. 


WOMAN’S DEATH FOLLOWS A

Mary Kiely, 37 North Cumberland street, 
stated that she met Mrs, McDonald at Parnell 
street on Christmas Eve and was with her 
during the day. At about 9.30 p.m. they 
were having a drink in ‘Stapleton’s public- 
house, Parnell street, and she saw a man, 
whom she did not know, having an argument 
with a man named. Brady. Mrs, McDonald 
and the witness went out on the street, and 
she saw the man, whom she did not know. 
strike Mrs. McDonald on the jaw with his 
fist and knock her down on the carriage way. 

Questioned by the Coroner, the witness said 
that she was sober and had only about three 
drinks during the day. Mts, McDonald had 
no conversation with the man who struck her. 
The man assaulted another woman before he 
struck Mrs, McDonald. 

Christina Cullen, Cumberland street, stated 
that she was coming oijt of a dairy in Parnell 
street, when she saw a man strike a woman 
named Mrs. O'Hara, 

Mary O'Hara, 22 North Cumberland street, 
stated that she was in a public-house in 
Parnell street on the night of the 24th, ac- 
companied by a man named Brady. Another 
man who was in the house started a row and 
struck her. She did not know the man who 
struck her, but could identify him. Outside 
the public-house the man struck her again, 
and Mrs. McDonald interfered, and the man 
struck her also. 

Patrick McDonald (aged 14), son of the 
deceased woman, gave evidence of having seen 
his mother assaulted. Afterwards she was 
brought to her house. The next morning, 
when he went to make his mother a cup of 
tea, he found her dead in bed. 

A’ constable who was on duty at Parnell 
street gave evidence that Mary U’Hara com- 
plained to him that a mian had assaulted her. 
} She was under the influence of drink and 
there were no marks on her, and he told 
her to go home. He was told that there was 
another. woman lying on the roadway, and 
he saw Mis. McDonald, who had been lifted 
uP by some women. She said that she was 
All fight, and a number of women took her 
home.

The Coroner described the case as “ 
wretched one.” 

The jury found according to the doctor's 
evidence, adding that Mrs. McDonald. was 
struck by some man whose name was un- 
known. 


FOUND DEAD IN A LODGING-

The third inquest was held at the Morgue.

The London theatres have experienced a 
boom this Christmas Although there are 
only two pantomimes in the West End

“Cinderella “” at the Palladium—there are 
plenty of Christmas shows. ‘“ Peter Pan ” 
is gaining new ad: rs at the Shaftesbury, 
in spite of the competition of the film version. 

Ends ” is at the 
Holborn Empire ce! chting the children, as 
nsual; while there need to bemoan the
